A special executive meeting of the Philmont Mébile Radio 
club was called by the Pres for this date. Those present 
included $UQM, SPMD, 30Q1,,3QQH and Brad Martin $QV. 30QM 
presented his draft of the proposal to include 29.4-29.7 in the 
FCC Disaster Docket. W3QV then brought out that this docket 
is not inteided to include amatuwers, but that the FCC would 
need operators for the stations and had therefore brought it 
to the attention of hams in general. Since present equipment 
would have to be changed to operate on those frequencies, 
uk probably it would be for emergency services only,and 
generally speaking, it would not benefit hams in general, Brad 
offered the following suggestion. Hold out for all the ham 
bands especially from 10 meters up. The services will undoubtediy 
take over everything up to 18 me since all their gear is designed 
to operaté on those frequencies. But those freqs above 25 mc 
are presently not usable by the services because of equipment 
problems. There fore why not let the hams use their assigned 
channels as they are presently doing. , 


The general conclusion drawn was thetasuch a proposal as 
the club was preparing would do very little @oodand this 
was therefore lmid aside. Instea@d, a letter is to be sent to 
the FCC, ARRL, and interested agencies urging that all amatuer 
frequencies except those necessary to the services be kept 
open to the hams. Burther that such censorship as is necessary 
will be better kept if it is on a volentary basis rather that 
enforced. WSPMD is to have the necessary copies mate for 
distribution. 


The meeting was adjournedet 2150 with thanks to WSQvVv 
for his advise.

If you do not yet have a pub- 
licity chairman, this may be a good chance for him to get started. 

If your committee has had little experience in publicity 
work, we refer you to two excellent guides. "Public Relations for the 
Amateur," p. 38, Mar., '4%, and "Radio-Club Publicity," p. 80, May, 'A8, 
QST, will give readers a solid basis on which to carry on their publicity 
program. 


With the increasing number of radio amateurs, and with their 
being more and more in the public eye, it becomes imperative that we 
obtain good publicity. We hope that such publicity as suggested by the 
accompanying release will not only present the amateur in a favorable 
light in your community but will also attract more of the local hams to 
your live-wire organization.

National Radio and Television Week, October 29 through November 4, affords 
another opportunity for amateur radio publicity and promotion. 


The success of past programs during National Radio Week can be credited to 
the club groups who have generated stories in their own communities on local ama- 
teur activities and personalities. Since all of you will probably be preparing 
publicity for this event, it is the purpose of this letter to aid in your collec- 
tive efforts by recalling several "plans of attack", as well as providing you with 
outline copy suitable for background in preparing local stories. 


Broadcasting and television stations will be participating in this week- 
long promotion, providing an excellent medium for additional amateur publicity. 
A radiogram or postcard request will bring your club a copy of the 15-minute 
program prepared by ARRL and suitable for revision to fit your own local situation. 
Placement of such a program will provide a good plug for amateur radio. Spot 
announcements have also been used successfully in the past by some clubs and you 
should not overlook an opportunity to promote our hobby by this means. 


Some excellent suggestions on amateur public relations are to be found on 
page 38 of March, 1948 QST. One of these — the window display -- is an excellent 
vehicle for amateur publicity. A bank, newspaper or department store window dis- 
play is effective and adds prestige to the exhibit. Or perhaps one of your club 
members is a store owner... that would be ideal. Keep your exhibit simple -- a 
typical amateur shack, some emergency equipment, pictures, a few publications. Be 
sure each item is identified with neatly-lettered and easily-read placards. A 
display of the contributions of amateur radio to the history of radio -- and tele- 
vision -- would be especially appropriate. The first chapter of the Radio Amateur's 
Handbook will supply you with some background material. 


If the radio stations and dealers of your community are planning a city-wide 
celebration make sure one of your club members is represented on the committee. 
Mobile stations would provide an excellent demonstration of the emergency communi- 
cation capabilities of amateur radio. 


No doubt many other ideas will present themselves when this project is 
discussed among your members. Anything that will present amateur radio in a 
favorable light to the general public is worth a try. We'll be glad to learn of 
your successes and if you need any help, a request to Headquarters will bring a 
prompt reply.

In order that the radio amateurs in each locality: in the E. Penna. Sec- 
tion may have a more positive means of establishing rapid communication with other 
parts of the section in the event of a comaunication emergency, and that equipment 
can regularly be used in. tests, the Eastern Penna. Emergency Radio Net has been 
established using a frequency of 3610 KCs with the writer, W3ETM as Net Control 
Station and Coordinator. This frequency can reach all parts of the section at 
most anytime with moderate power, and it is contemplated that it can de used to 
tie in with local 10, 6 and 2 meter nets for relay between local nets when necessary. 


This net frequency is the samo as the Kastern Penna. ARRL traffic net 
which now includes many stations in the Section who normally handle messages, 
however it is realized that many amateurs do not regularly handle traffic nor 
do they regularly use the 3.5 MC bend in their amateur activities. In an emere 


_ gency the handling of recorded messages is necessary therefore this net will be 


operated at slow code speed, and handle practice messages. Its purpose is pri- 
marily to practice setting on a spot frequency, estadlish communication, and 
practice handling messages usin, standard amateur rudio procedure. 


The Net Control Station W3ETM can be operated under emergency conditions 
as standby emergency (110 V ‘C generator, gasoline driven) power is available. The 
NCS will be operated each Sunday morning between the hours of 0930 and 1030 and 
it is desired that as many stations as possiole will report into the net during 
this time. While calling in every week is desired, it ig not necessary, however 
it is desired that stations call in with sufficient regularity to assure that they 
are getting out on the frequency and that the practice zained in procedu”e will 
assure their being able to do the same thing in a comaunication emeryency. Each 
station reporting into the net should send at least one message to Net Control 
Station in Amateur procedure, the text can be any subject desired,:i.e. (sample

Dear Sir: 


I note in looking over your letter that I am very lax in 
my secretarial work for the club. However, I will try to give you 
some of the answers we have been able to work out on this Civilian 
Defense work. 


First, our entire organization is made up of “hans” 
{amateur radio operators) who, for one reason or another, heve most 
or all of their radio gear installed in their cars. The equipment 
consists of a transmitter which will operate on one or more frequen- 
cies within the allotted FCC amateur bands. Most of these transmitters 
operate with a power output of about 20 watts. Usually, an extra 
battery is required to offset the heavy drain on the regular one. Some- 
times as mush as 40 amperes is used during transmitting. Commercially 
available converters for attachment to the standard auto radio supply 
the receiving equipment. An eight foot whip antenna is mounted on 
all cars, usually at the rear. 


Our net control station consists of a 60 watt transmitter, 
a commercial receiver; a home-made co-axial antenna, and a 500 watt 
electric generator. Although this equipment is kept at the homes of 
the various owners, with the exception of the antenna and the generator, 
it can all be readily transported to the scene of net control and then 
set up in as little as seven minutes. The entire station can be 
operated independently of power lines or any outside connection. The 
ears, of course, carry their own source of power. In effect this limits 
the continual operation of the entire network to the supply of gas 
available and the physical endurance of the operators. I msy say that 
in past experience, this physical endurance has been beyond all ex- 
pectations when the occasion demanded. 


As to; any organization we may have been able to work out, 
it has all been the result of trial and error. Net control station

In ease you sre net interested in Civilian Defense 
work from the radio angle, let me put in this one plug for the 
things we feel necessary to communicetions. Don't depend on 
commercial power. Have emerything as independent as possible. Buy 
power units and if you demonstrate their use ‘eerefully,, you'll -be 
able to get mors money for more equipment. Keep up~tokdete lists 
of those willing to help. Have these liste include their places of 
work and how to get in touch with everyone either at home or et ©. 
work. 


I think these things sum up that. ve have learned.

‘They are sending a balloon aloft equipped with a special camera(movie) 
to béscaraph cosmic activity at 100,000 feet or more. It will also be 
equipped with a small radio transmitter which will send certain info as 
to heighh etc while balloon is ascending, On desent it will give out a 
tone signal which will continue for several hours after the equipment is 
on the g¥ound, The balloon is composed of Many small ones, some do not 
break, leaving enough lift to Keep the antenna about 30 ft off the ground 
on landing, The experiment will be used as a basis for sientific study 
as well as a public interest story which they intend to use as a TV.B/C 
A primary success of the project depends on their being able to ~ 

recover the camera, and other equipment, They are familiar with Amateur 
Radio, and the Amateur interest in the advancement of science, They there- 
fore fnquire as to what assistance the Radio Amateurs might be willing to 
give them in the recovery of their eqh§pment. At a meeting between Mr. 
M.A.Pomerantz and the writer, which was held at the suggestion of Mr, Roy 
Neal of WPTZ-TV the various ways in which Amateur Radiomen might assist 
was discussed, It was concluded that a number of Radio Amateurs would be 
interested in assisting and that the best results for effort made would 
result if ten or twenty radio amateurs in the Phila Area(within 30 miles) 
would volunteer to assist as follows- ; 

Using " Transmitter Hunt " procedures, to try and locate the 
Camera and other equipment upon its landing. ‘The transmitter will be on 
a frequency of 72 MCS approx, self oscillator, with intermitant tone modul- 
ation, The time for the release of the balloon will be dependent on rather 
s—macting wind and visibility conditions, The exact time of release can not 
\ given very long in advance, however it would be on a saturday or sunday 
within the next month or six weeks, Volunteers would be advised by telephone 
approx 24 hours in advance of release time, in addition an amateur station 
will be on ten meter band(call and frequency to be given later) to contact 
mobiles or fixed stations giving exact time of release, position of balloon 
and anticipated location where it will come to earth, Volunteers will 
be furnished with a map of the area, with a grid overlay to assist in~ 
transmitting exact locations, It is suggested that the 72 me hunt receiver 
can be a very-samall super-regen, battery powered, that could be carried 
by one person, It is quite possible that the landing could be some distance 
from a regularly traveled road, The duration of the flight is estimated 
to be approximately three hours, Due to the exacting weather requirements 
a release schedule is not possible, it is also realized that volunteers 
could not guarantee to be ready to go at any time. It will therefore be 
thoroughly understood that volunteering to assist is contingent upon the 
individual circumstances, No notice of non=participation will be required, 
Every one will do the best-they can "no strain"- Volunteers who de not 
have a 72 mo hunt receiver, but hawe "2amc Mobile" may also participate

This note constitutes a brief revort to all those without 
whose untiring and competent cooperation the balloon flight 
of 1 July, 1951, could never have been undertaken, 


This as:ension was conducted on a scale unprecedented in 
our experience... Although some of the more experimental aspects 
presented unpredictable difficulties, the scientific mission — 
was accomplished vory satisfactorily, | 


The balloon-train, consisting of 26 Dewey and Almy balloons, 


-earried aloft six boxes; The bottom gondola contained a. 35.mm — 


Bell and Howell motion picture camera, It was actuated at an 
altitude close to 100,000 feet, and a release mechanism should 
have beon triggered after the exposure of the film had been 
completed. The blasting cap failed to explode, however, and the 
camera therefore remained attached to the balloon train. for a 
very much longer period than was initially contemplated, Sus- 
pended above the camera. pondola was a radio transmitter which 
continuously sent signals indicating the altitude. Next came 
the release mechanism, followed by the gondola containing a 
batch of special photoprs@ hic emulsions for cosmic-ray studies, 
and a recording barograph. Above the lattcr was another trans- 
mitter, followed by a clock-actuated release mechanism which 
was intended to drop the photographic emulsion gondola after a 
predetermined period, in the event that the unit had not a

_ The entire train attained an unofficial altitude of 
approximately 100,000 feet (to be confirmed by measurements on 
the recording-barograph trace).. The photographic emulsions, . 
designed to obtain tracks of cosmic-ray events, were maintained 
at hirh altitude for a length of time sufficient to rerard this 
phase as entirely successful. The development procedure, now 
being performed at the laboratories of the Nat‘onal Research ; 
Council of Canada by Dr. Eric Piclezp, with whom we are collabor-

Unfortunately, the mot*on pictures obtained at ceiling 
altitude showed nothing owing to a circumstance which was not 
anticipated. Anparently a thin layer of ice formed on the inner 
surfice of the plexiglass window in front of the camera lens, 


The fli-it landed near Hartford, Connecticut, about 6 hours 
after relcase, On the basis of antenna bearing and the altitude 
of signal cut-off during the descent, the predicted landing point 
agreed well with the actual location. Confusion regarding the 
impact point at the time of the flight was introduced by erroneous 
reports from the Willow Grove field station, In this case, the 
bearings weve in error by 180° owing to poor front-to-back ratio 
of the receiving antenna at that station. We wish to apologize 
to all concerned with the hunt for this embarrassing development. 
Furthermore, the excessive duration of the flight, which caused 
great inconvenience to many of the radio amateurs who remained 
at their posts nevertheless, was beyond our control,

Noise Reduction in Vobile Installations. 


Before starting to write this sneet I checked on all papers turnd in 
by club members and one fact stood ovt, namely, that although eash 
. had reduced noise somewhat, no one was completely satisfied with the 
resulta and each sheet stated "Some noise still remains® Sead but true. 
So instead of merely editing the various papers, 4 decided to see 
what had been published in the past few years. I found that CQ and 
Qs? had the most articles and a few kinks were found in Radio News and 


a few other publications. Therefore I will try to condense a system 
which will follow 2 atep by step proceedure and allow you ta start at 
_~nthe beginning, This will take time,pernaps all day, but the resulte will

Ae By this time you should be familiar with the inherent noise level of

Summer will soon be here and the mobiles will hit the highs 
way for 2n afternoon of (SO0's. However, a few amateurs who have 
tust installed rigs are going to discover a new  droblem; the »vro- 
Liem of "tire static". 


Tire inflation, type of tire construction and matérirls used, 
hard surface roads, temperature and humidity, and driving speed, 
all play an imvortant part in the vroduction of static which will 
cover even the strongest of signals. 


Static is developed on the tires while the car is in motion. 
The problem of static elimination consists primarily of providing 
a low-impedance path of discharge, between the tire (wheel) and 
the chassis (axle) of the car. 


The first check to be made is bv driving over the highwav 
until the static apvears as a continuous noise. While pressing 
on the accelerator with the right foot, slowly apolyv the brakes 
with the left foot. The brake linings will now contact the 
breke drums of the wheels, vroviding the necessary low-impedance 
Jischarge path, If pressing gently on the brakes eliminates the 
static, the front wheels are vrobably sat fault; firm pressure 
indicates all four wheels will need treatment. 


The front wheel bearings normally pround the wheel to the 
exkle of the car. However, since these bearings are packed with 
eérease, the ground contact provided while in motion is usually 
one of high-impedance. One method of vroviding a low impedance 
path at this point is the use of grease containing a per- 
centere of graphite, however this is not the best vrocedure. 


Front wheel static can usually be cured through use of a 
helical spring vlaced in the dust can of each front wheel, 
This spring contsects the center of the axle and the metal dust 
cap, which in turn is grounded to the wheel hub providine the 
necessarv low-impedance discherge path. 


The best of springs for this purpose sre desipned as left 
hend helix and right-hand helix; one for each direction of 
wheel rotetion. These must be instelled such that the svrine 
tends to "wind" whith wheel rotstion as the car moves in a for- 
ward ‘irection. A note of caution in regard to installation of 
these springs; be certain that the cotterkey will clear the 
soring when the dust cap is instrlled; place a small quantity 
of grease between the indent o* the arle end the tip of the 
Spring to prevent undue wear. <Ae@just the tension of the springs as 
necessary when replacing the dust cap, such thnit the tip of 
the spring rests firmly on the axle. 


The installation of such sprin’s may not entirely eliminete 


tire static and it may be necessary to treat the tires them- 
Selves. 


Black graphit-base paint may be uged on the side walls of 
sne sires to reduce the stctic notential, but a few of us like 
ovr Soeutiful wiite-well tires.

A soft frenhite pencil may he used as a temnorary remedv, 
or as a test to determine need for further measures, Place 
pencil linss radialiv from the rim of the wheel to the tread of 
the five, This vrovides a leakare path from the tread to the 
voien cimoof the wheei, If the static is cured, remember the 
is only temporary as the nencil markings will soon wash off. 
owever, such a test does indicate that a more permanent cure 
may be affected.

The use of powdered graphite, which is available in kit 
form for the puroose, will generally eliminate the trouble. 
This powder is "blown" into the tube following instructions 
conteined in the kit. Ususlly the tire is deflated, the valve 
core removed, end the powder blown into the tube through a 
special fitting. Remember to treat vour spare tire in the same 
minner., When the tire is oressurized again, the erenhite tends to 
coet the inside of the tube and reduce the votential of the 
static charre.

A Pi network may be inserted in an ref transmission line that 
is already properly terminated, solely for the purpose of taking 
advantage of its ability to afford an enormous degree of harmonic 
attemation. When this use of the Pi network is combined with its 
use in the plate circuit, @ total second-harmonic attenuation 
of 80 to 90 db can easily be obtained, 

A Pi network can also be employed between the output end of a 
transmission line and an antenna. Here, in addition to serving as 
a hermonic attemator, the network also effects an impedance 
Match between the antenna resistance and the surge impedance of 

the transmission line. Here, again a relatively large range 
of impedances can be matched without disturbing circuit Q and 
without employing mechanical methods for producing coupling 
Variation.

Some years ago, following the early development of wire- 
less, a station stood in a low section of swamp land, a short 
distance from Manhattan Beach, N. Y. Various powers were 
used from time to time and the range was always unusually 
great. Incredible distances were covered even with low 
powers and the nightly press was copied by ships near and 
far. Old operators of that day will recall the low frequency 
spark of “DF” and how well nigh impossible it was to tune 
him out. Owing to the broad tuning in those days, the 
signals were generally “all over the tuner.” Although the 
press sent out was sought after and welcomed, the inter- 
ference at other times added not a little to the trials and 
tribulations of operators of that day. It was an ordinary 
occurance to learn from operators that “DF” had been copied 
in many far corners of the earth, such as Alexandria, Egypt, 
and in South American waters. While no real explanation 
was given for the unusual carrying power, it was generally 
considered that the extremely good ground and clear range 
to sea, combined with some other freakish condition, placed 
“DF” in a class by itself.

Clit History 


The Delaware Valley Radio Association was founded in 
April 1930 by a group of radio amateurs and professional 
radio operators, some of whom are still members of the 
organization. It has been serving the best interests of the 
community and all those who elected to join its ranks, with 
an outstanding and envious record for many years. 


Its aims being as follows: To extend knowledge of the 
Radio Art to its members, promote good will between 
associated persons of the radio fraternity and the general 
public and to serve as a means of social contact among 
its members. 


The organization received its first station call in Septem- 
ber 1931, when the call letters W3AQ were assigned. As 
a result of the post-war call area shuffle, the call letters 
W2ZQ now adorn our QSL card. 


It is the first radio club in Trenton to have been granted 
a “Certificate of Affiliation” by the American Radio Relay 
League, and has thus, been bonded by kindred aims and 
purposes since November 1931. 


For purposes of legal protection and prestige, this 
association became incorporated under the laws of New 
Jersey, as a non-commercial, non-profit organization in 


February 1939. 


The club operates its own radio station on top of 
“Wireless Hill,” a country location five miles west of the 
city, and has dedicated it to disaster and emergency radio 
communications, serving this community since 1935. 


Its membership is now limited to any licensed amateur 
or professional radio operator who expresses a genuine 
interest in its aims. 


Old Timers’ Nile Guests 


e JOHN V. L. HOGAN 


As a boy in 1902 at Bayonne, N. J., he built his first wireless 
station using the coherer as a detector of electromagnetic waves. 
Intensely interested in the new science, he took the opportunity 
to work as a laboratory assistant to Dr. Lee DeForest in 1906-07 
when the audion was being developed. It fell to Hogan to make 
the first quantitative study of its characteristics, and so made early 
history. After attending the Sheffield Scientific School of Yale 
University, 1908, he then served as telegraph engineer for the 
National Electric Signalling Co., under R. A. Fessenden, both at 
Brant Rock, Mass., and Brooklyn, N. Y., where he supervised the 
Construction of WCG, the old Bush Terminal Station. 


He is co-founder of the Institute of Radio Engineers and was 
instrumental in consolidating the Society of Wireless Telegraph 
Engineers with the Wireless Institute. The year 1913 saw him in 
charge of the acceptance tests of the Navy’s 100 kw. spark station 
at Arlington, Va., which was later to be known all over the world 
by its famous call NAA. In 1917 he was appointed commercial 
manager of The International Radio Telegraph Co., and in 1918 
appointed its manager. Among his many inventions were the silicon 
iron detector patent issued to him in 1910 and later the single dial 
tuning system issued in 1912. 


As a crusader for tonal quality and realism in broadcasting, he 
built WQXR, New York’s first high-fidelity station, and in 1934 
while operating his experimental station, W2XR, discovered quite 
by accident the existence of a public demand for quality music. 
For his outstanding work as a founder and builder of the Institute 
of Radio Engineers over the many years, he was recently awarded 
the 1956 IRE Medal of Honor, as well as for his many contributions 
to the electronic art. 


He is past president of the Institute and a director for a number 
of years. Establishing his own radio consulting practice in 1921, 
he specialized in many fields such as facsimile trasmission, television 
and problems of radio regulation. He is president of Hogan Lab- 
oratories, Inc., of New York City, and consultant to the AEC and 
other government groups.

e ALFRED P. MORGAN 


Experimenting with early spark coil and coherer detector ap- 
paratus in 1903 while still in grammar school. In 1904 was on the 
air with microphonic detector and small spark coil and talked with 
the neighborhood stations of that day. Bought one of the first 
audion detector bulbs from Lee DeForest in 1907 and set up a 
station at Winchester, Mass. Could hear Boston Navy Yard and a 
few ships. Organized the M. I. T. Wireless Club in 1908, one of 
the very first Wireless Societies. Started writing wireless books in 
1908, and published the then popular “Wireless Telegraph Con- 
struction for Amateurs” in 1910. Founded the Adams-Morgan 
Company at about the same time, one of the early suppliers of 
amateur wireless equipment, of Upper Montclair, N. J. 


A few years later Paul Godley joined forces with him and to- 
gether they designed and manufactured the now famous Paragon 
RA-6 Regenerative Receiver, so well known by all amateur opera- 
tors before World War I. Was licensed under special experimental 
call letters of 2XS in 1920. Now tetired and still living in 
Upper Montclair. 


@ J. ALEXANDER WALLACE 


Graduated from McMaster University of Toronto, Canada, with 
B. A. degree in 1903. As a boy became a telegraph operator in a 
book store at Semcoe, Ontario, which was then the local telegraph 
office. Was associated with the Great Northwestern Telegraph Co., 
part time, while working his way through college. From February 
1903 to December 1906, he was employed by Lee DeForest as an 
experimental engineer and constructed many of the early stations 
in Canada and the United States. He was in the New York lab- 
oratory when the Great Inventor designed the first audion, the 
basis of all modern radio. 


In 1909 he received a call from the Imperial Chinese Government 
to conduct a class in overland and wireless telegraph construction, 
which he accepted and moved to Foo Chow, China, working at the 
Fuh Kien University. In 1921 Mr. Wallace was elected to the 
Canadian House of Commons, also serving as a member of the 
Royal Commission and the Board of Governors of the University 
of Toronto until 1928. In 1912 he founded the Wallace Pedigree 
Company, Ltd., of Semcoe, Ontario, and is still actively engaged 
in this work. He is a member of the DeForest Pioneers, Inc., of 
New York City.

The Springfield Township Civil Defense Council turned over the keys of 
a Radio Communications truck to the Philmont Mobile Radio Club 2:00 P.M. 
Sunday afternoon in a short ceremony marking the inauguration of ine 
creased C. D. activities in the Springfield, Delaware County area. 
Kenneth M. Bierly, director of Springfield Civilian Defense Council, 
announced the newly organized communications system which will use the 
radio equipment truck as a roving, mobile communications center. 


The truck was formerly used by Springfield as a Bookmobile for distri- 
buting and storing books, With increased library facilities, the 
Bookmobile was considered of no further use by the Board of Commissioners» 
The Philmont Mobile Radio Club of Eastern Pennsylvania requested the 
truck be made available for Civilian Defense purposes as a radio com— 
munications center to handle emergency messages in local or national 
disasters. The Radio Club, composed of 100 volunteer mobile radio 
operators, agreed as a club project to undertake the complete over- 
hauling and conversion of the mobile library into a radio communications 
center at no cost to Civil Defense. The truck was repainted a "fire 
engine" red, The motor was overhauled, operating desks replaced the 
shelving, radio communications consoles were installed with four trans— 
mitting and receiving positions, capable of sending messages several 
hundred miles. A public address system capable of voice transmission 
over a large area was installed along with a portable electrical 
generating system which permits independent use of the vehicle's 
facilities without connection to public power sources. 


In the agreement reached between officials of Springfield Civil Defens: 
and the Radio Club officers, the Civil Defense Council will retain the 
title of the vehicle and the Radio Club will completely maintain, hous: 
and provide radio operators at no cost to the township fathersoe 


The Philmont Mobile Radio Club, organized in 199 and composed of amateur 
radio operators licensed by the Federal Communications Commission, now 
has 100 members scattered throughout the Delaware Valley area and con- 
nected together at all times by the invisible link of radio. 


Each member at his own expense maintains a completely equipped radio 
station in his automobile ready to go at all times. His communication 
with other members of the club is at the flick of a switche In a 
disaster the mobile communications truck is placed at a point of high 
ground in the emergency zone and acts as a message link from the 
amateur radio cars dispersed throughout the area to radio operators 

in the "outside world", 56 volunteers offered their services, cars 

and radio equipment in the Eastern Pennsylvania floods of 1955 with 

no thought of repayment for several days of continuous 2) hour "on call" 
dutyo 


In recognition of this selfless devotion to duty, the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania honored state "hams" by allowing issuance of automo- 
bile license plates corresponding to the license number of the radio 
operator, A car with a long radio antenna and license plate reading, 
for instance, "W3QZ0" is an Amateur Radio Operator. "W" stands for 
the United States, "3" indicates the Pennsylvania area, and "QZ0" is 
a personal designation for the individual amateur himself, If you 
look in the Amateur Radio Call Book, which is a world-wide directory 
similar to a telephone book, you will find W3QZ0 is Robert G. Thomas 
of Havertown, Pa. Upon further investigation you will find he is the 
President of the Philmont Mobile Radio Club. Other officers are: 
W3SAI, John Muroff, Vice President, Broomall, Pas; W3DSG, Ernest 
Juliani, Treasurer, Narberth, Pa; W3QQH, Clinton R. Spencer, Jr., 
North Hills, Pa., Secretary and Chairman in charge of the committee 
for the care and operation of the communications truck. This active 
group, many of them Springfield Township residents, has a charter 
which reads: "Mindful of the duties and obligations of the Radio

This vehicle takes a prominent place in various community events, 
such as parades, police, fire, and 0.0. drills, in addition to 
ham functions such as hidden-tranamitter hunts, pienies, ete. 


when disaster strikes, Phil-Mont has available a highly- 
erganized operations net for immediate function; this was vividly 
demonstrated during the Eastern Penna. flood disaster of August 
1955. Thie was made possible because all of us in the Club have 
7.373 Me. erystals - these put us all on the freauency 29.4932 Mc. 
This frequency, used primarily for eee at oe affectionately 
known as “Channel One", as opposed to 29.62 Mc. or "Channel Two".
